MONTCLAIR’S  GREAT  LOSS. 

Thouaamia  Attend  the  Funeral  of 
Dr.  Love. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  J.  li. 
|a>ve  took  place  in  Montclair  on  Monday 
afternoon  Bum  new*  woe  suspended, 
flaga  were-  nt  lialf  mast  on  many  of  Cite 
building*,  and  altliougti  the  main  ave¬ 
nue*  were  thronged,  it  was  with  people 
from  every  locality  who  came  together 
with  one  accord  to  do  honor  to  live  mem¬ 
ory  of  one  w-lione  citizeueiiq.  hud  lieeii 
notably  a  life  of  quiet,  unremitting 


The  public  funeral  took  pfy.'e  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  the  largo*! 
liouae  of  worship  in  this  vicinity.  It 
was  found  inadequate  to  contain  the 
multitude  of  men,  women  and  childneu 
of  every  walk  in  life  who  aww-iubled  to 
jwy  their  last  tribute  of  respect  to 
l>oclor  Love.  It  was  the  largest  funeral 
Montclair  liad  ever  seen.  There  ware 
many  beautiful  floral  offerings. 
Promptly  at  tiie  time  announced  for  the 
services  to  begin,  the  casket,  draped 
with  a  beautiful  xilk  flag,  was  borne  up 
the  able  and  placed  before  the  pulpit 
platform.  The  music  was  impressively 
rendered  by  a  quartette  choir.-  The 
Rev.  Orville  Heed,  |jaaU>r  of  Trinity 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  Dr,  Love 
had  been  one  of  Lite  founders,  conducted 
tiie  services.  He  spoke  in  part  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

"It  b  tiie  desire  of  tiie  family,  andi  in 
keeping  with  the  character  of  him 
whose  form  lie*  silent  before  us,  that 
tins  serv  ice  should  be  brief  and  simple. 
Tit  ’ 


upon  the  life  of  oar  doctor.  At  another 
tune  and  place  we  may  hope  for  a  me¬ 
morial  service.  We  are  here  in  sympa¬ 
thy  and  in  deep-heart  affection  Co  gather 
around  bis  form  and  utter  the  tribute  of 
sorrow  felt  so  keenly  by  us  all,  to  ex¬ 
press  ;our  heartfelt  sympathy  for  his 
family,  who  to-day  so  deeply  mourn. 
The  doctor’s  life  and  work  stand  for  him, 
they  praise  him,  they  are  his  lasting 
monument.  Our  doctor  cared  not  for 
eulogy.  We  saw  it  well  when  this  whole 
community  rose  to  do  him, honor  at  the 
celebration  of  hb  fortieth  year  of  ser¬ 
vice  aud  self-sacrifice  among  us.  He 
said  be  was  only  one  among  many  who 
had  simply  tried  to  do  hb  duty. 

‘The  whole  community  mourns.  The 
flogs  at  half-mast,  the  silent  streets,  the 
places  of  business  closed,  this  great  con¬ 
gregation,  representing  every  walk  in 
life,  every  religious  faith,  every  political 
adherence,  gathering  here  with  heavy 
hearts  and  mobtened  cheeks ;  these 
things  show  what  has  happened  to 
Montclair.  You  have  lost  a  real  friend. 

'The  doctor  loved  the  soldier  and  the 
soldier's  life.  He  loved  to  recount  the 
experiences  of  that  war  time — to  go  over 
the  battlefields,  to  live  over  iu  memory 
that  life  of  hardship  and  self-sacrifice  in 
behalf  of  this  Nation.  And  we,  feDow 
citizens,  remember  today  that  it  was  one 
of  his  desires  for  thb  place  that  a  sol¬ 
diers'  monument  should  be  erected  in 
memory  of  those  who  fell  fighting  for 
the  cause  which  he  loved.  And  what 
more  fitting  than  that  hb  face  and  form 
should  -ur mount  that  monument  as  the 
true  representation  of  the  highest  type 
of  patriotism.” 

In  >peaking  of  Dr.  Love  as  surgeon 
in  the  army,  Mr.  Reed  read  a  tribute 
from  one  of  the  members  of  the  Thir¬ 
teenth  regiment  in  which  the  kindness 
and  devotion'  of  the  deceased  were 
touchingly  expressed. 

The  deceased  wan  also  referred  to  as 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Moun¬ 
tainside  Hospital  and  aa  a  controlling 
power  in  perfecting  the  public  school 
system  in  Montclair. 

Were  it  not  for  thb  vacation  season,'- 
said  the  minister,  -‘we  could  more  than 
fill  thb  church  with  children  gathering 
lovingly  and  sorrow fplly  here  to  do  him 
reverence  And  the  teachers.  How  well 
they  know  they  have  loet  one  of  their 
best  friends.  We  of  the  church  mourn 
to-day  with  feelings  of  keenest  sorrow. 

Speaking  of  hb  religious  life  Mr.  Reed 
aid : 

"We  of  hb  church  mourn  the  loss  of 
a  staunch  supporter.  He  woe  a  firm  be¬ 
liever  in  the  word  of  God.  He  never 
had  much  to  say,  but  we  could  always 
rely  upon  him  for  support.  He  was  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  bourne  of  God, 
and  I  can  remember  how  1  bad  come  to 
expect  his  presence,  and  oocaskumlly. 
when  I  found  lib  seat  vacant  at  worship, 
1  always  found  it  was  because  he  was  in 
attendance  on  suuie  urgent  case,  thus 
proving  what  a  busy  doctor  can  do-  Is 
there  any  good  work  in  the  tow  in 
which  Dr.  Love  was  not  interested? 

“Do  you  all  know  how  lie  was  called 
away  in  the  early  morning  ?  How  hb 
friends  found  him  as  a  true  soldier  not 
fighting  for  himself,  but  for  the  life  of 
another.  He  had  fallen  with  the  ruing 
of  the  sun.  in  the  call  of  duty,  and  hav¬ 
ing  fought  the  go  xl  fight  we  feel  confi¬ 
dent  he  has  beard  the  sweetest  words 
ever  said  to  man  :  Welcome,  good  and 


faithful  servant,  enter  into  the  joy  of! 
thy  Lord  " 

After  the  benediction  wa*  pronounced 
the  vast  congregation,  numbering  more 
titan  a  thousand,  after  viewing  tl»* 
casket  ami  face  of  their  departed  friend, 
iwmed  out  of  tiie  church.  Thb  part  of 
tlif  service  occupied  an  hour,  as  there 
were  many  outsule  the  edifice  who  tiled 
in  to  take  a  final  view  of  oue  wban 
Um-jt  had  loved.
